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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

2. Claims 7 and 10 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
McNab (USP 1 ,950,318). The patent to McNab discloses a device comprising a 
resilient main sponge (claim 10) body including a constricted neck section and first and 
second expanding sections (see 1 1 in figs 1 or 22 in 3) and a fitting member (8 in fig 1 
or 23 in fig 3) which may be a flexible rubber material (page 2, lines 15-35) which has 
an opening such that the fitting member is fitted around and encloses on of the 
"expanding sections" and further wherein the fitting members includes a plurality of 
protuberances (9 or 24). 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

3. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

4. Claims 1,2,4 and 5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Osborne (USP 5,983,435) in view of Arrix (USP D1 89,41 5). The patent to 
Osborne discloses a resilient main body (G) which may being a mesh/netting material 
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(claim 4) or a sponge material (claim 5) and a fitting member (F) (best shown in the 
embodiment of figs 4A-4B) which includes an opening for receiving a portion of the main 
body (see fig 4B). The manner in which the neck, first and second sections are 
structurally defined and differentiated from each other does not define over that of the 
prior art. The patent to Osborne discloses that the fitting (F) may be formed of 
numerous materials (including foam) (column 2, lines 28-31 ) without stating that it could 
be absorbent. The patent to Arrix discloses a child's bath sponge (i.e. absorbent) 
which resembles a toy (which is part of the function of the fitting F of Osborne). It would 
have been obvious to one of ordinary skill to have modified the fitting (F) of Osborne to 
be absorbent so that different cleaning surfaces might be used. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

5. Claims 3,6,8,9 and 11-13 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected 
base claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

Conclusion 

6. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. The patents to Borcherds, Chang and Galvan-Garza are 
pertinent to the combination of a mesh scrubber with another surface contacting 
medium, and Chien and Hung (also for the protrusions) to the broad use of a spherical 
retaining member.
